May  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  Royal  Highness, 

IE,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgeffes  of  9 July, i860, 
the  Borough  of  Devonport,  beg  leave  to 
approach  your  Royal  Highnefs  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  expreffing  our  refpeiftful  attachment 
to  your  Royal  perfon,  and  our  feelings  of 
devoted  loyalty  to  our  Mod  Gracious  Queen,  as  whofe  repre- 
fentative  your  Royal  Highnefs  is  about  to  proceed  on  an 
expedition  of  the  greateft  national  intereft. 

Remembering  that  this  and  the  adjoining  County  have 
produced  our  greateft  colonizing  names,  and  that  to  Raleigh, 
Drake,  Gilbert,  and  their  companions.  North  America  was 
indebted  for  the  firft  attempt  to  colonize  her  territory  with 
Britiih  fubjeds  j  and  looking  back  with  pride  and  intereft  to 
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ADDRESSES  PRESENTED  TO 


the  many  important  Colonial  Expeditions  that  have  failed 
from  hence,  it  cannot  but  be  a  fource  of  increafed  gratification 
now  to  find  that  the  latefl,  and  certainly  by  no  means  the 
leaft  important  of  them  all,  is  now  to  depart  from  our  fliores. 

It  was  jufV  a  century  fince  that  the  Canadas,  after  a  long 
and  bloody  flruggle,  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Queen's 
dominions;  and  it  was  about  fifty  years  ago  that  this  fine 
Country  came  under  the  particular  obfervation  of  your  Royal 
Highnefs's  illuflrious  Grandfather  As  the  refult  of  this  obfer- 
vation, the  Duke  of  Kent,  in  1814,  afforded  the  high  fan£^ion 
of  his  approbation  to  thofe  preliminary  meafures  which  have 
fmce  refulted  in  a  perfedl  union  of  the  Canadian  provinces, 
and  the  eftabliihment  of  refponfible  government  in  the  colony. 

The  vifit  of  your  Royal  Highnefs,  and  the  renewed  afTur- 
ance  it  conveys  of  the  enduring  intereft  felt  by  Her  Mofl 
Gracious  Majefly  in  all  that  concerns  Her  mighty  Empire, 
mufl,  under  the  circumftances  to  which  we  have  ventured  to 
allude,  be  produdtiye  of  unalloyed  pleafure  to  every  fubje£l 
of  the  Crown  on  either  fide  of  the  Atlantic  ;  but  when  it  is 
remembered  that  Her  Majefly  has  gracioufly  deputed  your 
Royal  Highnefs  to  inaugurate  a  work,  not  lefs  remarkable  for 
its  great  engineering  merits,  than  as  a  proof  of  advancing 
profperity,  traceable  to  the  wife  meafures  which  have,  from 
time  to  time,  been  fan£lioned  by  Her  Majefty  for  the  improve- 
ment of  our  Colonial  Inflitutions,  we  feel  afTured  of  the  efpe- 
cial  fatis^flion  that  mufl  refult  from  the  expedition  of  your 
Royal  Highnefs. 

We  earneflly  pray  that  your  Royal  Highnefs  may  be 
favoured  with  a  fpeedy  and  fafe  voyage,  and  that  you  may  return 
to  your  native  land  in  perfect  health,  as  we  are  afTured  you  will 
with  all  the  pleafure  that  mufl  refult  from  the  good  work 
which,  in  the  name  of  Her  Majefty,  your  Royal  Highnefs  has 
undertaken.

Your  anticipations  of  the  pleafure  and  intereft 
which  I  muft  take  in  all  that  I  am  about  to  fee  and 
learn  in  the  great  Countries  that  are  before  me  cannot 
fail  to  be  realized,  and  I  (hall  indeed  rejoice  if  my  pre- 
fence  amongft  you  can  conduce  to  a  full  appreciation 
of  the  fympathy  in  the  happinefs  and  profperity  of 
this  Colony  which  I  know  is  felt  not  lefs  by  the  Sove- 
reign than  by  the  People  of  that  Country  to  which 
you  have  exprefled  your  afFedion  and  attachment.

We,  the  Bifliop  and  Clergy  of  the  Diocefe  of  New- 
foundland, approach  your  Royal  Highnefs  with  feelings  of 
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fincere  refpeci  for  your  Royal  Perfon,  and  of  hearty  loyalty 
to  our  Moft  Gracious  Sovereign. 

We  defire  to  be  permitted  to  congratulate  your  Royal 
H'ghnefs,  fn  our  own  name  and  that  of  our  congregations,  on 
your  fafe  arrival  in  this  the  moft  ancient  of  the  Colonial 
Po{re:inons  of  the  Britifh  Crown  j  and  we  finccrely  hope  that 
the  vifit  may  be  as  full  of  fatisfaftion  to  your  Royal  Highnefs 
as  it  is  of  intereft  and  gratification  to  all  clafles  of  people  in 
this  Ifland,  and  to  none  more  fo  than  to  ourfelves,  who  fee  in 
this  vifit  fo  diflinguiftied  a  mark  of  the  confideration  of  our 
Gracious  Queen  for  ever)'  portion  of  Her  extended  Empire. 
Although,  as  Minifters  of  the  Church,  we  abftain  from 
mixing  in  the  Politics  of  the  day,  we  can  aflure  your  Royal 
Highnefs   that  none  of  Her   Majefly's   fubje£ls  are  more 
devoted  in  their  attachment  to  the  Crown  and  Conftitution 
of  the  Mother  Country  in  Church  and  State ;  none  more 
earned;  in  inculcating  obedience  to  the  Laws,  and  fubmiflion 
to  the  Higher  Powers.     And  no  thought  or  remembrance  is 
more  grateful  to  us  and  our  flocks,  than  that  of  our  con- 
nedlion  and  union  with  that  Branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  of 
which  the  Kings  of  England  have  been  for  fo  many  genera- 
tions the  nurAng  Farhgrs,  and  Queens  the  nurfing  Mothers. 

The  duties  of  the  Clergy  in  Newfoundland  are  performed 
under  circumflances  of  great  difficulty  and  difadvantage, 
arifmg  from  the  general  poverty  of  the  people,  their  fcattered 
abodes,  and  unfettled  manner  of  life ;  but  we  humbly  trufl 
that  the  very  large  increafe  in  the  number  of  our  Churches 
and  of  the  Congregations  in  tlie  laft  few  years,  and,  we  may 
add,  the  good  order  and  morality  which  generally  prevail, 
afford  fome  fatisfa£tory  evidence  that  our  labour  is  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord,  and  juflify  the  fympathy  and  affiflance  we 
receive  from  the  Mother  Country,  particularly  through  the 
Incorporated  Society  for  the  Propz.gation  of  the  Gofpel  in 
Foreign  PariS. 

We  efteem  it  a  high  privilege  that  in  our  Cathedral  Church 
we  are  enabled  daily,  throughout  the  year,  to  offer  up  united 
petitions  to  the  Fountain  of  all  goodnefs,  as  well  for  your 
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Royal  Highnefs  as  for  your  auguft  Father  and  our  beloved 
Queen ;  and  the  confideration  and  condefcenfion  manifefted 
in  this  vifit  cannot  but  increafe  the  fervency  of  our  prayers 
for  all  who  have  fo  gracioufly  devifed  and  carried  it  into 
effea.

May  it  piease  your  Royal  Highness, 

We,  the  Roman  Catholic  Clergy  of  St.  John's,  beg  to 
congratulate  your  Royal  Highnefs  on  your  vifit  to  Newfound- 
land, the  moft  ancient  portion  of  the  Britifli  American  Em- 
pire.    Always  attached  to  the  Rulers  whom  God  has  placed 
over  them,  the  Catholic  Clergy  have  everywhere  been  the 
true  friends  and  firm  fupporters  of  law,  legitimacy,  and  order. 
Even  our  fcanty  annals  afford  a  ftriking  proof  of  this,  and  the 
loyalty  of  the  firft  Catholc  Bifiiop  of  Newfoundland  contri- 
buted in  a  great  meaiiare  to  fave  this  moft  valuable  depend- 
ency of  the  Britifli  Crown.

We  efteem  it  a  very  high  honour  that  our  Colony  (hould 
be  the  flrfl  land  in  Britifh  North  America  which  has  ever 
been  favoured  with  the  prefence  of  the  Heir  Apparent  to  the 
Throne  of  thefe  Realms.

and  cordially  bid  your  Royal  Highnefs  welcome  to  this 
Continent. 

Founded  by  the  Britifli  races,  and  for  more  than  a  century, 
amidft  the  viciffitudes  and  temptations  of  that  period,  pre- 
ferving  unfullied  her  attachment  alike  to  the  Throne,  to  the 
People,  and  to  the  Inftitutions  of  the  Mother  Country,  this 
Province  has  grown  with  a  fteady  growth  ;  and  we  truft  that 
your  Royal  Highnefs  will  obferve  in  it  fome  evidences  of  public 
fpirit  and  material  profperity,  fome  faint  traces  of  the  civiliza- 
tion you^have  left  at  home,  fome  indications  of  a  defire  to 
combine  commercial  aiSivity  and  induftrial  development  with 
the  enjoyment  of  rational  freedom. 

To  the  members  of  your  Royal  Houfe,  who  vifited  Nova 
Scotia  in  her  infant  ftate,  our  country  was  deeply  indebted  for 
the  patronage  which  enabled  many  of  her  fons  to  diftinguifh 
themfelves  abroad  j  and  during  the  reign  of  your  lUuftrious 
Mother  the  blefTings  of  felf-government,  and  of  unreftridled 
intercourfe  with  all  the  world,  have  been  gracioufly  conferred 
upon  this  Province. 

With  pride  we  faw,  during  the  Crimean  and  Indian  wars. 
Nova  Scotians  winning  laurels  beneath  the  Imperial  flag;  and 
now  your  Royal  Highnefs  will  fee,  as  you  pafs  to  your  tem- 
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porary  reiidence,  what  honour  we  pay  to  the  memory  of  our 
countrymen  who  fall  in  defence  of  the  Empire. 

We  truft  that  your  Royal  Highnefs  will  alfo  obferve,  in  the 
difcipline  of  our  Volunteers,  a  determination  to  fofter  the  mar- 
tial fpirit  inherited  from  our  anceftors,  and  energetically  to 
defend,  if  need  be,  this  portion  of  Her  Majefty's  Dominions. 

To  the  loyal  welcome  which  we  tender  to  your  Royal 
Highnefs,  we  beg  to  add  our  fervent  prayer  that  the  blefHngs 
of  Divine  Providence  may  be  freely  ftiowered  upon  you,  and 
that  you  may  be  long  fpared,  in  the  high  fphere  in  which  you 
?re  called  to  move,  to  illuftrate  the  virtues  which  have  en- 
fhrined  your  Royal  Mother  in  the  hearts  of  our  people. 


Gentlemen, 

I  AM  deeply  touched  by  the  warmth  and  cordiality 
with  which  I  have  been  welcomed  to  this  Colony,  and 
thank  you  moft  heartily  for  your  Addrefs. 

It  will  be  my  duty,  and  it  certainly  will  be  no  lefs  a 
pleafure  to  me,  to  inform  Hei*  Majefty  of  the  proofs 
which  you  have  given  m^^:  of  your  feelings  of  Loyalty 
and  Devotion  to  Her  Throne,  and  of  your  gratitude 
for  thofe  bleffings  which  it  is  Her  happinefs  to  refledl 
have  during  Her  reign  been  bellowed  upon  you  and 
fo  many  others  of  Her  Subjects  in  all  parts  of  the 
World. 

Moft  heartily  do  I  fympathize  in  the  pride  with 
which  you  regard  the  laurels  won  by  Sons  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  the  affedtion  with  which  you  honour  the 
memory  of  thofe  who  have  fallen  in  the  fervice  of  my 
Country  and  yours.  The  monument  you  refer  to  will 
kindle  the  flame  of  Patriotifm  in  the  breafts  of  thofe

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this  and  the  Colony  which  I  have  lately  quitted,  are 
circulating  the  zeal  and  gallant  fpirit  which  have  been 
exhibited  throughout  the  Mother  Country. 

One  hundred  years  have  now  elapfed  fince  the  inter- 
national ftruggles  which  retarded  the  profperity  of  this 
Country  were  brought  to  a  clofe.  May  peace  and 
harmony  amongft  yourfelves  complete  the  good  work 
which  then  commenced,  and  increafe  the  happinefs  and 
contentment  of  a  Loyal  and  United  People.

The  Members  of  the  Executive  Council,  for  themfelves, 
the  Legiflature,  and  People  of  New  Brunfwick,  offer  to  you, 
the  Son  of  their  beloved  Sovereign,  and  the  Heir  Apparent  to 
Her  Throne,  their  refpeftful  homage,  and  heartily  welcome 
your  Royal  Highnefs  to  this  Province. 

The  Inhabitants  of  New  Brunfwick  are  the  defcendants  of 
the  Loyalifts  who,  in  the  war  of  the  American  Revolution, 
adhered  to  the  Royal  Standard,  and  of  Emigrants  from 
Europe  and  the  Britilh  Ifles— all  ardently  attached  to  Britifti 
Inftitutions. 

Contented  and  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  that  large  mea- 
fure  of  rational  liberty  which  our  mixed  form  of  Government 
has  fecured,  they  have  with  patience  and  induftry  devoted 
themfelves  to  the  development  of  the  refources  of  the  Country 
and  the  advancement  of  its  material  interefts  j  and  ever  fince 
the  organization  of  the  Province,  in  the  year  1784,  it  has 
fteadily  advanced  in  all  the  elements  of  progrefs.

In  again  tendering  to  your  Royal  Highnefs  our  unfeigned 
congratulations,  we  would  invoke  the  continuance  of  the 
Divine  blefling  upon  your  Illuftrious  Houfe,  and  moft  fer- 
vently pray  that  your  Royal  Highnefs  may  long  enjoy  the 
high  pofition  to  which  Divine  Providence  has  called  you  ; — 
ever  the  pride  of  your  auguft  Mother,  and  the  hope  of  our 
Common  Country.

I  RECEIVE  with  much  gratification  an  Addrefs 
v/hich,  whilft  it  breathes  the  fpirit  of  Loyalty  to  The

We,  the  Members  of  Her  Majefty's  Executive  Council 
of  Prince  Edward  Ifland,  on  behalf  of  its  Inhabitants,  approach 
your  Royal  Highnefs  with  the  moft  profound  refpedl,  offer 
you  a  fervent  welcome  to  this  Colony,  and  beg  to  tender  you 
our  moft  fmcere  congratulations  upon  your  fafe  arrival  in  this 
part  of  Her  Majefty's  Cis-Atlantic  Poffeffions. 

The  prefence  of  your  Royal  Highnefs,  on  this  happy  occa- 
fion,  naturally  leads  our  minds  to  the  record  of  an  interefting 
period  in  our  Ifland's  hiftory  -.—Nearly  feventy  years  fince,

attachment  to  the  Mother  Country  and  the  Inftitutions 
in  which  we  have  all  been  nui-tured.

We  felt  affiired  that  our  Moft  Gracious  Queen  was  defir- 
ous  to  {how,  by  this  act  of  condefcenfion,  that  She  knows  how 
to  appreciate  and  honour,  in  an  efpecial  manner,  the  moft 
important  of  her  Colonial  Pofleflions. 

In  this  Province  your  Royal  Highnefs  will  find  a  free  peo- 
ple, faithful  and  loyal,  attached  to  their  Sovereign  and  to  their 
Country.  In  this,  the  moft  ancient  City  of  Canada,  your 
Royal  Highnefs  will  be  in  the  midft  of  a  population  devoted 
to  your  interefts,  teftifying,  by  the  heartinefs  of  their  acclama- 
tions and  good  wiflies,  that  though  they  derive  their  c -igin 
from  various  races,  and  may  differ  in  language  and  in

to  earn  for  myfelf  fuch  expreffions  of  generous  attach- 
ment as  I  now  owe  to  your  appreciation  of  the  virtues 
of  The  Queen. 

Few  as  have,  as  yet,  been  the  days  which  I  have  fpent 
in  this  Country,  I  have  feen  much  to  indicate  the  rapid 
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progrefs  and  future  greatnefs  of  United  Canada.  The 
infancy  of  this  Province  has  refembled  in  fome  refpeds 
that  of  my  native  Ifland, — and,  as  in  centuries  gone  by, 
the  Mother  Country  combined  the  feveral  virtues  of 
the  Norman  and  Anglo-Saxon  races,  fo  I  may  venture 
to  anticipate,  in  the  matured  charadler  of  Canada,  the 
united  excellences  of  her  double  anceftry. 

Moft  heartily  I  refpond  to  your  defire  that  the 
ties  which  bind  together  the  Sovereign  and  the  Cana- 
dian People  may  be  ftrong  and  enduring.

May  it  please  your  Royal  Highness, 

a  I  Auguft.  We,  the  Legiflative  Aflembly  of  Canada,  in  Parliament 

afTembled,  approach  your  Royal  Highnefs  with  aflurances  of 
our  devoted  attachment  and  loyalty  to  the  Perfon  and  Crown 
of  our  Moft  Gracious  Sovereign. 

The  Queen's  loyal  fubjedls  in  this  Province  would  have 
rejoiced  had  the  duties  of  State  permitted  their  auguft  So- 
vereign to  have  Herfelf  vifited  their  Country,  and  to  have 
received  in  perfon  the  exprefllon  of  their  devotion  to  Her,  and 
of  the  admiration  with  which  they  regard  the  manner  in  which 
She  adminifters  the  affairs  of  the  vaft  Empire  over  which  it 
has  pleafed  Divine  Providence  to  place  Her.  But  while  we 
cannot  refrain  from  exprefling  our  unfeigned  regret  that  it  has 
proved  impoflible  for  our  Queen  to  vifit  Her  Pofleffions  in 
Canada,  we  are  deeply  fenfible  of  Her  gracious  defire  to  meet 
the  wifhes  of  Her  fubjedls,  by  having  permitted  them  the  op-

portunity  of  welcoming,  in  this  part  of  Her  dominions,  the 
Heir  Apparent  of  the  Throne,  our  future  Sovereign. 

We  defire  to  congratulate  your  Royal  Highnefs  on  your 
arrival  in  Canada — an  event  to  be  long  remembered  as  mani- 
fefting  the  deep  intereft  felt  by  the  Queen  in  the  welfare  of 
Her  Colonial  fubjedts. 

On  this  aufpicious  occafion,  when  for  the  firft  time  the 
Colonies  have  been  honoured  by  the  prefence  of  the  Heir 
Apparent,  we  receive  an  earneft  of  the  determination  of  our 
Moft  Gracious  Sovereign  to  knit  yet  more  clofely  the  ties  of 
afFedtion  and  duty  which  unite  us  to  the  Britifti  Empire,  and 
enable  us  to  ftiare  in  its  liberties,  its  glories,  and  its  great 
hiftorical  aflbciations. 

The  approaching  opening  of  the  Victoria  Bridge  by  your 
Royal  Highnefs  has  been  the  more  immediate  caufe  of  your 
prefent  vifit  to  Canada,  and  we  truft  you  will  find  in  that  ftu- 
pendous  work  the  moft  ftriking  evidence  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  capital  and  fkill  of  the  Mother  Country  have  united 
with  the  energy  and  enterprife  of  this  Province,  in  overcoming 
natural  obftacles  of  the  moft  formidable  charadter.  But  we 
truft  that  in  your  further  progrefs  your  Royal  Highnefs  will 
find  in  the  peace  and  profperity  of  the  people,  and  in  their 
attachment  to  their  Sovereign,  the  beft  proof  of  the  ftrength 
of  the  ties  which  unite  Canada  to  the  Mother  Country,  and 
of  the  mutual  advantages  to  the  Empire  and  to  the  Colony 
from  the  perpetuation  of  a  connexion  which  has  been  fraught 
with  fuch  great  and  beneficial  refults. 

We  pray  that  your  Royal  Highnefs  may  be  pleafed  to  con- 
vey to  our  Moft  Gracious  Queen  the  feelings  of  love  and 
gratitude  with  which  we  regard  Her  rule,  and  efpecially  of  Her 
condefcenfion  in  affording  us  this  occafion  of  welcoming  your 
Royal  Highnefs  to  the  Province  of  Canada. 
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Gentlemen, 

No  anfwer  that  I  can  return  to  your  Addrefs  will 
fufficiently  convey  my  thanks  to  you,  or  exprefs  the 
pleafure  which  I  have  derived  from  the  manifeftations 
of  loyalty  and  afFedlion  to  The  Queen,  my  Mother, 
by  which  I  have  been  met  upon  my  arrival  in  this 
Province. 

As  an  Englifhman,  I  recognize  with  pride,  in  thofe 
manifeftations,  your  fympathy  with  the  great  Nation 
from  which  fo  many  of  you  trace  your  origin,  and  with 
which  you  fhare  the  honours  of  a  glorious  hiftory. 

In  addrefTmg  you,  however,  as  an  Englifhman,  I  do 
not  forget  that  fome  of  my  fellow-fubjedls  here  are 
not  of  my  own  blood.  To  them  alfo  an  efpecial  ac- 
knowledgment is  due,  and  I  receive  with  peculiar 
gratification  the  proofs  of  their  attachment  to  the 
Crown  of  England.  They  are  evidence  of  their 
fatisfadtion  with  the  great  laws  under  which  they  live, 
and  of  their  juft  confidence  that,  whatever  be  their 
origin,  all  Canadians  are  alike  objeAs  of  interefi;  to 
their  Sovereign  and  Her  People.  Canada  may  be 
proud  that  within  her  limits  two  Races  of  different 
language  and  habits  are  united  in  the  fame  Legiflature 
by  a  common  loyalty,  and  are  bound  to  the  fame 
Conftitution  by  a  con  mon  Patriotifm. 

But  to  all  of  you,  and  to  the  three  millions  of 
Britifh  Subjeds,  of  whom  you  are  the  reprefentatives, 
I  am  heartily  thankful  for  your  demonftration  of  good- 
will. I  fhall  not  readily  forget  the  mode  in  which  I 
have  been  received  amongfl  you. 
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With  you,  I  regret  that  The  Queen  has  been  unable 
to  comply  with  your  anxious  defire  that  She  would 
vifit  this  portion  of  Her  Empire.  I  have  already  had 
proofs  of  the  afFedionate  devotion  which  would  have 
attended  Her  progrefs ;  but  I  fhall  make  it  my  firft, 
as  it  will  be  my  moft  pleafing  duty,  upon  my  return 
to  England,  to  convey  to  Her  the  feelings  of  love  and 
gratitude  to  Her  Perfon  and  Her  Rule  which  you 
have  exprefled  on  this  occafion,  and  the  fentiments  of 
hearty  welcome  which  you  have  offered  to  me.  Her 
Son.

We,  the  Bifhop,  Clergy,  and  Laity  of  the  United  Church 
of  England  and  Ireland  in  the  Diocefe  of  Quebec,  in  Synod 
aflembled,  gladly  avail  ourfelves  of  the  arrival  of  your  Royal 
Highnefs  on  our  (hores,  to  teftify  our  deep  and  fervent  loyalty 
towards  that  fceptre  to  which,  in  God's  good  time,  we  truft 
you  are  deftined  to  fucceed,  and  alfo  to  exprefs  our  heartfelt 
gratification  that  the  Heir  Apparent  to  the  Britifh  Monarchy 
has,  for  the  firfl  time  in  its  hiftory,  vifited  that  great  and  im- 
portant Province  in  which  our  lot  is  caft. 
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We  believe  that  in  this  aufpicious  event  is  imph'ed  much 
more  than  the  mere  graceful  recognition  of  the  requeft  made 
by  our  Canadian  Legidature  for  the  prefence  and  fanflion  of 
Royalty  at  the  inauguration  of  the  greateft  work  of  engineer- 
ing fkill  the  world  has  ken. 

We  view  it  rather  as  an  evidence  of  the  more  intimate 
union  which  is  growing  between  the  Mother  Country  and 
her  Canadian  ofFfhoot,  and  as  a  pledge  that  that  union  will  be 
developed  into  an  enduring  and  indiflbluble  unity.  And, 
moreover,  we  prize  the  more  highly  the  prefence  of  your 
Royal  Highnefs  amongft  us,  as  we  fhall  thereby  be  enabled 
to  add  the  feeling  of  perfonal  acquaintance  and  attachment  to 
that  abftradl:  loyalty  which  we  have  always  cherifhed. 

In  the  courfe  of  your  progrefs  your  Royal  Highnefs  will  be 
in  a  pofition  to  judge  of  the  rapid  advance  in  material  prof- 
perity  which  the  country  has  made  in  the  laft-  few  years. 

Amidft  the  bufy  fcene  the  Church  of  England  may  feem  to 
have  been  remifs  in  her  work,  and  to  have  done  little  to  keep 
pace  with  the  rapid  motion  of  the  world  around.

Yet  we  are  endeavouring  as  beft  we 
may,  and  by  God's  blefling  we  truft  with  fome  meafure  of 
fuccefs,  to  reproduce  in  the  new  land  all  that  is  efTential  and 
important  in  the  do£trine  and  difcipline  of  that  pure  and  re- 
formed branch  of  Chrift's  Holy  Catholic  Church  which  is  in 
England  entwined  fo  clofely  with  the  very  foundations  of  the 
Throne,  and  we  pray  you  to  remember  that  the  petitions  for 
the  welfare  and  profperity  of  your  Royal  Highnefs  will  con- 
tinue to  be  offered,  and  with  not  lefs  fervency,  from  our 
humble  fanes,  as  from  thofe  fplendid  fabrics  which  the  wealth 
and  piety  of  our  anceftors  have  reared  at  home  for  the  wor- 
ftiip  of  the  Almighty. 

That  God  may  have  you  in  His  holy  keeping,  that  He  may 
conduct  you  on  your  way,  and  reftore  you  to  your  native  land 
in  health  and  fafety,  is  our  fincere  and  earneft  prayer. 
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To  His  care  we  commend  you.  May  He  ever  blefs,  pre- 
ferve,  and  keep  you  ;  may  He  fill  you  with  the  richeft  {.'ifts  of 
His  Holy  Spirit,  and  finally  bring  you  to  everlafting  life, 
through  Jefus  Chrift  our  Lord.

Country,  to  whofe  care  we  have  been  committed  by  Divine 
Providence. 

It  is  true  that,  unlike  the  Alma  Mater  Oxford,  where  your 
Royal  Highnefs  has  been  pleafed  to  matriculate,  our  exiftence 
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cannot  be  counted  by  centuries ;  our  Alumni  are  but  few ; 
our  Libraries,  our  Mufeums,  our  Colledtions,  offer  nothing  to 
excite  the  curiofity  of  your  Royal  Highnefs,  accuftomed  to 
vifit  the  noble  and  antique  InlHtutions  of  Europe :  our  begin- 
ning is  but  humble,  our  hopes  are  in  the  future. 

We  truft  in  the  future  deftinies  of  this  Colony,  which, 
under  the  protection  of  England,  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  peace 
and  abundance,  whilft  other  Countries  are  diftra£led  by 
violent  convulfions.  We  truft  in  the  future  of  that  glorious 
Metropolis  whofe  influence  is  fo  weighty  in  controlling  the 
deftinies  of  the  civilized  world.  We  place  our  truft  in  the 
protedion  and  juftice  of  that  auguft  Queen  to  whom  we  are 
indebted  for  fo  fignal  a  mark  of  benevolence. 

We  alfo  place  our  truft  in  the  young  Prince  whom  Provi- 
dence will  call  one  day  to  give  on  the  Throne  the  example 
of  all  thofe  Royal  virtues  he  has  inherited  from  the  Moft 
Gracious  of  Sovereigns,  the  nobleft  of  Mothers. 


I, 
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I  ACCEPT  with  the  greateft  fatisfadion  the  wel- 
come which  you  offer  me  in  your  own  name,  as  the 
Roman  Catholic  Bifliops  of  the  Province  of  Canada, 
and  on  behalf  of  your  Clergy,  and  I  aflure  you  that  I 
feel  deeply  the  expreflion  of  your  loyalty  and  aiFedtion 
for  The  Queen.

I  ACCEPT  with  peculiar  pleafure  an  Addrefs  of 
Artizans  and  Working  Men  who  have  by  the  fweat 
of  their  brow,  and  the  fkilled  labour  of  many  a  hard 
day's  toil,  contributed  to  eredt  this  monument  to  the 
greatnefs  of  their  Country — a  ftruftu  .;  fcarcely  lefs 
honourable  to  the  hands  which  executed  than  to  the 
minds  which  conceived  it. 

I  mourn  with  you  the  'ofs  of  Robert  Stephenfon. 
In  your  regrets  you  bring  to  mind  that  it  was  from 
your  clafs  that  his  eminent  father  fprung: — let  me 
further  remind  you  that  England  opens  to  all  her  Sons 
the  fame  profpeA  of  fuccefs  to  genius  combined  with 
honeft  induftry.  All  cannot  attain  the  prize,  but  all 
may  ftrive  for  it ;  and  in  this  race  vi(5tory  is  not  to  the 
wealthy  or  the  powerful,  but  to  him  to  whom  God  has 
given  intellect,  and  has  implanted  in  the  heart  the  moral 
qualities  which  are  requifite  to  conftitute  true  greatnefs. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  completion  of  your 
work.     I  earneftly  hope  that  it  may  profper,  and  to 
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you  who  have  raifed  it  to  its  prefent  grandeur,  and  to 
your  families,  I  heartly  wifh  every  happinefs.

the  wife  decrees  of  that  Power  by  whom  *'  Kings  rule,  and 
Princes  decree  juftice,"  your  Royal  Highnefs  fhall  have 
afcended  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain,  our  children,  and  our 
childrens'  children  ihall  revert  to  this  6th  day  of  September, 
A.  D.  i860,  as  an  era  of  rare  intereft  in  the  hiftory  of  our 
Town. 

We  earneftly  pray,  that,  in  the  progrefs  of  your  Royal 
Highnefs  through  this  Province,  in  your  vifit  to  the  neigh- 
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bouring  Republic,  in  your  return  acrofs  the  perilous  deep,  God 
may  "give  His  angels  charge  concerning  thee,"  and  by 
His  Providential  care  reftore  you  in  health  and  ftrength  to 
our  "  Fatherland  ; "  and  when,  in  future  years,  you  are 
called  to  aflume  the  Sceptre  of  the  Empire,  it  may  be  the 
higheft  aim  of  your  Royal  Highnefs  to  fecure  the  happinefs 
of  your  fubjefts  by  maintaining,  in  their  purity,  thofe  glorious 
principles  of  Civil  and  Religious  Liberty,  which  are  the  impreg- 
nable bulwarks  of  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain.

The  Council  of  Public  Inftru£lion  for  Upper  Canada  beg  1 1  September, 
to  unite  with  the  many  thoufands  of  our  fe:'.ow-fubje£ls  in 
welcoming  you  to  a  Country  firft  feledted  as  a  home  by  United 
Empire  Loyalifts  of  America.  To  us,  as  a  body,  has  been 
aOigned  the  talk  of  eftablifhing  Normal  and  Model  Schools  for 
the  training  of  Teachers,  of  making  the  Regulations  for  the 
government  of  Elementary  and  Grammar  Schools  throughout 
the  country,  and  of  fele<^ing  the  Text-books  and  Libraries  to 
be  ufed  in  them ;  while  on  one  of  our  number  has  been  impofed 
the  duty  of  preparing  and  adminiflcring  the  School  Laws.  It 
has  been  our  aim  to  imbibe  the  fpirit  and  imitate  the  example 
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of  our  beloved  Sovereign  in  the  intereft  and  zeal  with  which 
Her  Majefty  has  encouraged  the  training  of  Teachers  and  the 
eftablifhment  of  Schools  for  the  education  of  the  mafies  of  Her 
people }  and  we  have  been  nobly  feconded  in  our  efforts  by 
our  Canadian  fellow-fubje£ls  at  large.  At  the  commencement 
of  our  labours,  in  1846,  our  meetings  were  held  in  a  private 
houfe,  the  number  of  our  Schools  was  2,500,  and  the  number 
of  Pupils  in  them  was  100,000.  At  the  prefent  time  we  have 
the  Educational  Buildings  now  honoured  by  the  prefence  of 
your  Royal  Highnefs,  where  Teachers  are  trained,  and  Maps, 
Apparatus,  and  Libraries  are  provided  for  the  Schools,  and 
thofe  Schools  now  number  4,000,  attended  by  300,000  Pupils. 
In  the  Song  and  Text-books  cf  the  Schools,  loyalty  to  the 
Queen  and  love  to  the  Mother  Country  are  blended  with  the 
fpirit  of  Canadian  patriotifm,  and  Chriftian  principles  with 
(bund  knowledge  are  combined  in  the  Teaching  and  Libraries 
of  the  Schools. 

With  all  our  Canadian  fellow-countrymen,  our  earneft 
prayer  is,  **  Long  live  the  Queen."  But  whenever,  in  the 
order  of  Providence,  it  ihall  devolve  on  your  Royal  Highnefs

work  of  many. 

We  pray  th-it  God  may  blefs  your  Royal  Highnefs  with 
many  years  of  health  and  happinefs,  and  may  lead  you  by  His 
providence  to  walk  in  the  paths  of  our  revered  and  beloved 
Queen,  to  whom  the  world  looks  up,  as  an  illuftrious  example 
of  all  the  virtues  that  can  dignify  the  higheft  rank,  fuoport 
worthily  the  refponfibilities  of  the  moft  anxious  ftation,'  and 
promote  the  peace,  fecurity,  and  happinefs  of  private  life. 


Gentlemen, 

I  ACCEPT  with  mixed  feelings  of  pride  and  pain 
the  Addrefs  which  you  have  prefented  to  me  on  this 
fpot— pride  in  the  gallant  deeds  of  my  Countrymen, 
but  pain  from  the  reflexion  that  fo  many  of  the  Noble 
Band  you  once  belonged  to  have  pafTed  away  from 
the  fcenes  of  the  bravery  of  their  youth,  and  of  the 
peaceful  avocations  of  their  riper  years. 
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I  have  willingly  confented  to  lay  the  firft  ftone  of 
this  monument.  Every  Nation  may,  without  offence 
to  its  neighbours,  commemorate  its  Heroes'  adts,  their 
deeds  of  arms,  their  noble  deaths.  This  is  no  taunt- 
ing boaft  of  vi«51:ory,  no  revival  of  long-paft  animofity ; 
but  an  honourable  tribute  to  a  Soldier's  fame — the 
more  honourable  becaufe  we  readily  acknowledge  the 
bravery  and  chivalry  of  that  People  by  whofe  hands  he 
fell. 

I  truft  that  Canada  will  never  want  fuch  Volunteers 
as  thofe  who  fought  in  the  laft  war,  nor  her  Volunteers 
be  without  fuch  Leaders ; — but  no  lefs  and  moft  fer- 
vently I  pray  that  your  Sons  and  your  Grandfons  may 
never  be  called  upon  to  add  frefh  laurels  to  thofe 
which  you  fo  gallantly  won. 

Accept  from  me,  in  The  Queen's  name,  my  thanks 
for  your  expreffions  of  devoted  loyalty.

May  it  please  your  Royal  Highness, 

We,  the  Mayor,  Corporation,  and  Citizens  of  Hamilton, 
deftre  to  tender  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  this  part  of  Her 
Majefty's  Dominions,  and  to  afTure  you  of  the  deep  and  affec- 
tionate interefl  we  feel  in  all  that  concerns  your  profperity 
and  happinefs. 
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Your  Royal  Highnefs  has  already  witnefled  many  gratify- 
ing proofs  of  the  devotion  and  attachment  of  the  people  of 
this  country  to  the  Perfon  and  Government  of  our  beloved 
Queen  and  we  beg  to  afTure  you  thr.t  thefe  fentiments,  in 
which  we  very  heartily  concur,  are  infpired  equally  by  our 
admiration  of  Her  many  public  and  private  virtues,  and  by  the 
love  of  juftice,  the  impartial  adminiftration  of  the  laws,  and 
thofe  liberal  and  enlightened  principles  of  Government  which 
have  fignalized  Her  adminiftration,  and  enabled  Her  to  reign 
in  the  affections  of  Her  people. 

The  inhabitants  of  thefe  Provinces  have  ever  been  con- 
fpicuous  for  their  unwavering  loyalty  to  the  Britiih  Crown, —

Your  Royal  Highnefs  has  viflted  as  yet  but  a  portion  of 
thefe  extenfive  territories,  reaching  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  but  we  truft  you  may  have  feen  fufficient  to 
imprefs  you  favourably  with  their  magnitude  and  importance, 
as  a  valuable  portion  of  your  own  future  heritage ;  and  we 
efteem  it  a  further  mark  of  your  Royal  Highnefs's  obliging 
confideration  that  your  vifit  fhould  be  made  on  this  intercfting 
occafion,  when  the  annual  Exhibition  (to  which  you  will  re- 
ceive a  cordial  welcome)  will  enable  you  to  judge  of  the  rich- 
nefs  and  variety  of  the  productions  of  this  part  of  Canada, 
and  the  energy  and  enterprife  of  its  inhabitants. 

Comprehending  fome  four  hundred  million  fquare  miles  of 
territory,  with  an  unrivalled  fyftem  of  natural  and  artificial 
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communication,  and  teeming  with  a  patriotic  and  enterpriflng 
people,  devotedly  attached  to  Briti(h  Inftitutions,  and  proud  of 
their  connection  with  the  Mother  Country,  it  is  not  too  much 
to  predict,  that,  at  no  diftant  day,  the  Britifti  American  Pro- 
vinces will  be  the  moft  powerful  fupport  to  that  Throne 
which,  as  the  bulwark  of  Civil  and  Religious  Liberty,  has  for 
ages  ftoou  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  world. 

We  truft  a  bright  and  glorious  career  awaits  you.  To  the 
Government  of  an  Empire,  embracing  over  two  hundred  mil- 
lions of  fubjeCls,  with  its  arduous  duties  and  its  heavy  refpon- 
fibilities,  you  are  deftined,  if  it  be  God's  purpofe,  to  fucceed  ; 
and  our  anxious  prayer  is  that  He,  by  whom  **  Kings  reign  and 
Princes  decree  juftice,"  may  give  you  a  wife  and  underftanding 
heart,  that  He  make  you  rich  in  wifdom,  and  thus  prepare  you 
for  your  great  work ;  and  that  His  proteCling  care,  which  has 
been  over  you  thus  far  through  life,  may  guard  and  guide  you 
through  a  long  and  ufeful  career. 


Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  laft  of  the  very  numerous  Addreffes 
which  have  flowed  in  upon  me  from  the  municipal 
authorities,  as  well  as  other  bodies  throughout  the 
Queen's  Dominions  in  North  America,  which  I  have 
now  traverfed  from  Eaft  to  Weft ;  and  I  can  fay,  with 
truth,  that  it  is  not  the  leaft  fervent  in  its  declarations 
of  attachment  to  The  Queen,  nor  the  leaft  earneft  in 
its  afpirations  for  the  fuccefs  and  happinefs  of  my  fu- 
ture life,  and  in  its  prayers  that  my  career  may  be  one 
of  ufefulnefs  to  others  and  of  honour  to  myfelf. 

You  cannot  doubt  the  readinefs  with  which  I  under- 
took the  duty  which  was  intrufted  to  me  by  The  Queen 
of  vifiting,  in  Her  name  and  on  Her  behalf,  thefe 
Pofleflions  of  her  Crown.     That  taflc  is  now  nearly 
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completed,  and  it  only  remains  for  me  to  report  to 
your  Sovereign  univerfal  enthufiafm,  unanimous  loy- 
alty, all-pervading  patriotifm,  general  contentment, 
and,  I  truft,  no  lefs  general  profperity  and  happinels. 

I  can  never  forget  the  fcenes  I  have  witneflTed.  The 
fliort  time  during  which  I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege 
of  aflbciating  myfelf  with  the  Canadian  people  muft 
ever  form  a  bright  epoch  in  my  life.  I  fliall  bear  away 
with  me  a  grateful  remembrance  of  kindnefs  and 
afFedion  which  as  yet  I  have  been  unable  to  do  any- 
thing to  merit ;  and  it  (hall  be  the  conftant  effort  of 
my  future  years  to  prove  myfelf  not  unworthy  of  the 
love  and  confidence  of  a  generous  people.

We,  the  Agriculturifts,  Artizans,  and  Manufaflurers  of 
Upper  Canada,  beg  to  appproach  your  Royal  Highnefs  with 
our  devoted  expreffions  of  loyalty  to  Her  Moft  Gracious 
Majefty  the  Queen's  Crown  and  Perfon,  and  to  offer  to  your 
Royal  Highnefs  a  moft  cordial  welcome  to  this  Exhibition  of 
the  products  of  our  foil  and  of  our  labour.  This  is  the 
Fifteenth  Exhibition  of  the  Agricultural  Aflbciation  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  we  think  it  demonftrates,  to  thofe  who  have  wit-

The  Veterans  of  the  Militia  of  Lower  Canada  crave 
permiffion  to  approach  your  Perfon  to  tender  to  your  Royal 
Highnefs  the  homage  of  their  refpefl  and  of  their  prayers. 

The  Battalions  formed  in  our  counties,  in  our  villages,  and 
in  our  towns,  for  the  defence  of  our  Country  during  the  war 
of  1812,  number  now  but  few  among  their  ranks. 

Our  companions  have  fallen,  fome  on  the  field  of  battle, 
others  under  the  fcythe  of  time ;  for,  Prii.ce,  years  have 
rolled  by  fince  then — when  we  ferved  your  Anceftors. 

We,  their  furvivors  (foon,  no  doubt,  in  our  turn,  to  pafs 
away  like  them  ! )  cherifhing  religioufly  in  our  hearts  the 
memory  of  that  eventful  period,  feize  with  delight  this  auf- 
picious  occa^on,  (the  laft  we  can  hope  to  have,}  to  prefent  to 
your  Royal  Highnefs,  and,  in  your  perfon,  to  your  auguft 
Mother,  our  beloved  Queen,  the  aflurance  of  our  unaltered 
loyalty  and  devotion. 

Prince,  moft  of  thofe  who  fought  at  Lacolle  and  Chateau- 
guay  are  gone  from  among  us,  and  the  blood  of  their  furvivors 
courfes  in  their  veins  more  feebly  than  of  yore ;  but  we  re- 
joice to  fay  that  the  race  of  18 12  has  its  fuccefTors,  and  that 
the  youth  of  Canada  know  the  hiftory  of  their  fires,  and* 
fhould  occaHon  arife,  will  not  belie  it. 
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Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  communicate  to  you  the 
thanks  of  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales  for 
the  loyal  Addref?  prefented  to  him  by  the  Veterans  of 
the  Militia  of  Lower  Canada. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  His  Royal  Highnefs  to  re- 
ceive thefe  expreffions  of  devotion  and  attachment  to 
The  Queen  from  gallant  men,  who,  in  years  gone  by, 
have  deferved  fo  well  of  their  country.
